Monocle and nwdals bobbing, he rattles 
off chivalrous vows^ Then the dlmlmittve 
soveretcn. who traces his lineage back to 
Count Dracula. taps his sword on the 
shouWerB of Olympic figure skater Robin 
Cousins, actress Lynn Redgrave. Mahatma 
Gandhi's great grandnephew and dozens of 
others, dubbing them all Knights of Malta, 
Anointed in absentia: actor Gene Kelly, 

For most Americans, presiding over a 
knighthood ceremony would be quite a 
thrill. But this annual invesmure cere- 
ifiony Is merely noblesse oblige for the 74ih 
reigning Grand Sovereign Master Prince 
Khimchlaohvlll, duke de rEHsenl. peer of 
[he House of AnJou and holder of a munber 
of other titles as well. The former public- 
relations man, who used lo go by the name 
Robert von Badische. has transformed 
many a commoner into a count or a 
baron. 

Ah Ecturienlcal Offshoot 

The prince claims to head an eeumenj- 
CiJ, American offshoot of the Eloman Cath- 
olic Knights of Malta. The Catholic group, 
which now has 10,000 membert, was 
fbunded in the 11th century to tend sick pll- 
srimn to lAe Holy Land and becaine a reli- 
gious order by order of Pope Paichal J1 In 
1113. tn Its eiriy years, all knighia were ol 
noble blrihand took vows of poverty, chas- 
tity and obedience. Today, the knights 
must be Catholic and, according to an of fP 
dal. must "exemplify adherence to the 
prloclpal purpose of the enter"- active en- 
gagement In service to the poor and those 
in Hcd ol medteiJ care. 


Officials of the Catiwllc order say that 
Prince Khlmchlachvtit Is a pretender and 
that his order ol about 1,400 members Is 
■purtous. They also say that 18 or so other 
Kiiigbti of Malta orders, many of them In 
the U.S,, are Just ai bogus. "The activities 
of these spurious orders are creating a 
false Impression about the basic concern 
and purpose of the genuine order," says 
Howard A. Seitz, the chairman of the Spu- 
rious Orders Committee of the Knights of 
Malta's American Association In New 
York. ^ 

Ms. Redgrave declines to get Involved 
tn the dispute. "It was a nice ceremony," 
she says, "but It's not something 1 feel 1 
have enough knowledge to be able to ex- 
pound on." Prince Khlmchlachvill declines 
to be Interviewed, His ambassador plenlpo- 
tentlary. Sir Victor Rees, suggests that this 
reporter get Information ab^t the knights 
from the Catholic order or an encyclope- 
dia. 

Hole ol Czar Paul I 
Some of the controversy can be blamed 
on Czar Paul 1 of Russia. In 1T9S, just after 
Napoleon conquered Malta and the knights 
fled the Island, the czar established a new 
grand priory of the order in Russia for 
non-Catbolici. Some historians say that the 
priory was promptly abolished by Czar 
Paul's son. Alexander, but Prince Khlm- 
chlacbvlll and a lot of others claim legiti- 
macy from it. 

To join the Catholic order, caiKlldates 
have to be approved by their local bishops 
and by the group's top officials In Rome. 
In return for an Initiation fee of S1.500, 
they receive a Maltese cross on a black 
silk ribbon and the right lo stick the letters 
K.M. after Ihelr names. They don't get any 
titles before their names. 

Experts attribute the appeal of the off- 
shoots to the American urge to social 
climb. "There is a big underworld of chiv- 
alry made up ol people who couldn't nor- 
mally be accepted into an order but who 
have snobbish pretensions," says Robert 
Gayre, a Scotsman who studies titles and 
I orders. 

. . He doesn't believe that all rival Maltese 
orders are spurious. But he Isn't altogether 
sure which are teglUmate. "People who

The conttDvemy over who Uk real 
knights are has set some chevaJlera aUll In 
court. Two factions of an order based In 
Shickshinny, Pa,, are feuding over which 
one can rl^tfUlly use the name Sovereign 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem Inc.. 
Knights of Malta. The case Is pending in a 
federal ciMirl in Philadelphia. 

Meanwhile, the Catholic order, which is 
otficlally called the Sovereign Military 
iiospllaller Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
pf Rhod^ and of Malta, is trying to cancel 
tte Shlckshlnny order's trademark. The 
|:ase is pending before the Trademark 
Trial and Appeals Board, 
t Titles and elaborate dubbing cere- 
|rtontes aren't the only irspplnga of the off- 
ghoot orders. One graup has begun treaty 
Negotiations for a sovereign state In the 
South PacIBc. From there, the order would 
print Its own stamps, mint its own coins 
pd establish a bank -a ''trenusndous tax 
advantage," an official of the order says. 
- There Is a precedent. An agreement be- 
tween Italy and the Catholic Knights of 
Malta allows the order to operate as a sov- 
Nrelgn state, issuing passports and stamps. 
|n addition to Italy, 43 nations, rut Includ- 
h)g the U.S., have granted the Catholic or- 
fler diplomatic status, 

I Most knights are cavaJler about the ori- 
gins of their titles. Having one Is what 
«oui]l3. "In establishment circles, titles are 
fery Important'' says Mary Bloke, a 
^spiritual healer " who was Just made a 
dame by Prince Khfmchlachvlll. "t believe 
my title might confer a bit of respectabll- 
fty," she says, 

' Donations to the order are considered 
de riffueuT, "It was mentloired that many 
people donate Sia.QQO to IZO.OOD," says Ms. 
Slake, who didn't maJre an Immediate con- 
tribution, Adolph Hoenite. who donated 
KO.OOO. was named Count Adolph de 
Hoemle, knight commatHter grand croat of 
grace.

In sorne cases, 20th-century knights 
may peddle chivalry better than they prac- 
tice It. Consider the slight to Prince Um- 
berto Stefanizzl. His Excellency Prof. Sir 
Abukuse V.E.P, Mbltika, the secretsiy of 
Slate of one of the other Knights of Malta 
orders, conteods that Prince StefbntzzI 
used to be a chauffeur far his group's late 
grandmaster. Prince Prof. Don Baslllo Pe- 
truceJ. 

Prince Etefanlzzl denie* that 'Tm 
'sorry to disappoint you," be Bays, "but 
I've never been a chauffeur In all my Ilte." 
He says he was a minister of foreign af- 
fairs Ln the S,tt)D-member Peimcdl organi- 
zation until June 23* 1983, when he "closed 
relations" with the family. ThereafleT, he 
says, he formed his own KumenlcaJ order 
"for the common man of uncommon 
achievements." 

To nab a knighthood, some sort of aerv- 
ice to humanity helps. Rose Marie Geick of 
Hartford, Oorui,. for example, claims to 
give "natural facelifts eiecironJcaUy/' and 
she owes her new title to the prince's foi^ 
mer wife* Princess Audrey. Explains Mrs. 
Geick, who attended the iitvestiture In a 
white gown of marabou featheri: "Prin- 
cess Audrey was so Impressed by what we 
have been able lo do— irududlng rejuvenat- 
ing her sUn-that she Invited me to be- 
come a member.'* 

In any case, the traditional vows of pov- 
erty isken by Knights of Malta leem to be 
parae. "People who become knights should 
have aome mtmey because. If they were 
starvingi why w^d they care about the 
prestige of a tlUt?" says Sir MUrika of the 
Petmod group. "We tell our imlghts." he 
adds, "that the best way to help the poor Is 
not to be one."

Congratulations on your recent election as Vice Chairman of the Council on 
Foreign Relations {CFE>. A a you know, many people consider the CFR to be a secret 
organization, and there are even some \^o allege that the GFE is part of some kind 
of shadowy sinister conspiracy.

The Vice President asked me to thank you for your recent letter 
concerning the November issue of The Phoenix Letter . 

The allegations contained in the Letter are so erroneous that they 
defy an item- by- item refutation. However, one of the areas that seems to 
be of concern to you has to do with something called "The Order." The Vice 
President is not now and has never been a member of any "sordid secret 
society," I am sure you know he has served his country as a Navy pilot 
in the Second World War and received the second highest medal awarded to 
our servicemen — the Distinguished Flying Cross, He has also served at 
the United Nations as the U*S, representative in the People's Republic 
of China and was Director of Central Intelligence. He received the highest 
civilian awards given for service to country. 

Vice President Bush's public career has been one of consistent 
loyalty and honor and has been conducted in full openness to the press 
for scrutiny of his performance. 

The second area that appeared to cause you concern was an out-of-

This is in response to items (2) and (3) of your 24 June 1985 
Freedom of information Act (FOIA) request. Item (1) will be 
addressed in separate correspondence. 

In regard to items (2) and { 3 } of your request, we will need 
additional information from you to locate the records you are 
requesting. The FOIA provides for public access to reasonably 
described records. This means that a document must be described 
sufficiently to enable a professional employee familiar with the 
subject to locate the document without an unreasonable amount of 
effort.

I submit that it is manifestly impossible for the same man to have fought in the 
same war on two different fronts for two opposing countries at the same time.

1 represent the Sovereign Order of Saint John of Jerusalem — Knights of 
Malta (Order), with headquarters in Reading, Pennsylvania, H.I.H. Aleksei 
Hicholaevich Romanoff is the Imperial Protector of the Order. 

The Order is one of several groups in the United States claiming descent 
from the original Knights of Malta, and one of but two such groups known to 
me that can substantiate its claim. In 1798^1799, the original Knights were 
driven from Malta by the French, and dispersed into several contingents 
that sought protection under the monarchs of Russia, Austria, and Spain, 
and under the Pope. The majority of Knights settled in Russia, selecting 
Tsar Paul I as their new Grand Master, and establishing a new Russian 
Grand Priory. After the assassination of Paul I, his son Tsar Alexander I 
assumed the position of Imperial Protector of the Order, which position 
succeeding Tsars held through the reign of Tsar Nicholai II, In 1908-1911, 
leading Knights relocated the Russian Grand Priory to the United States, 
where it became the American Grand Priory of the Sovereign Order, continuing 
up to today. In 1913, Russian Grand Duke Alexander was elected Grand Master, 
holding that office until his death in 1933, In the late 1960’s and early 
1970* s, the Order discovered the existence of H.I.H. Imperial Highness Aleksei 
Nicholaevich Romanoff, after his escape from commuiilst Poland, and petitioned 
him to accept the traditional hereditary position of Imperial Protector, 
based on the Order *s detailed investigation and ultimate determination that 
he is, in fact, the Tsarevich and Grand Duke, and eon of Nicholal II. 

Since 1976, His Imperial Highness has been the Imperial Protector of the 
Order. 

The second legitimate "Knights of Malta" group in the United States Is 
the so-called "Papal Order", the Sovereign Military Hospitaller Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem, of Rhodes and of Malta (SMOM) . SMOM Is the descendant 
of the group of original Knights, mostly Italian, who placed themselves under 
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tlie protection of the Vatican on the fall of Malta, thereafter coming under 
its complete control as well. SMOM has three affiliated corporations In 
the United States, the president of the most prestigious of which is J. 

Peter Grace. 

To my knowledge, no other "Knights of Malta" group in the United States 
Is legitimate, strictly speaking. Several derive from splinter-groups of 
dissidents who were metubers of, but broke off or were expelled from, the 
Russ lan-Amer lean Order during the 1960's. For example, one group with 
headquarters apparently In Houston, Texas, which claims the sanction of 
King Peter of Jugoslavia, openly admits its origin in such a factional 
dispute. Another group, with headquarters in Benton, Tennessee, pretends 
that it consists of so-called "hereditary knights" who have autonomous powers 
— - even though its own members either never were admitted to ^ the Order In 
the first place, or were expelled therefrom for cause. 

At the present time, the Order is involved in litigation with two such 
pretender "orders" and with SMOM. The litigation with the pretenders in- 
volves the question of legitimacy: namely, which group is entitled to 
represent itself as the true Russ Ian- American Order, ihe litigation with 
SMOM Involves the registration of one of the Order’s trademarks, end turns 
on rather technical points of trademark- law, rather than on questions of 
"legitimacy" and so on.
